Genl . Butler's Woman Order— Tho Gen- 
eral Gives bis reason for Issuing It. 

Hbadqcabtebs Department of the Gulf, 
New Orleans, July 2, 1862. 
My Dear Sir: I am as jealous of the 
good opinion of my friends as I am careless 
of the slanders of my enemies, and* your 
kind expression in regard to Order No. 28 
led me to say a word to you on the subject. 

That it ever could havo been so miscon- 
ceived as it has been by some portions of 
the Northern press is wonderful, and would 
lead one to exclaim with the Jew, "O, Fa- 
ther Abraham, what these Christians are, 
whose own bard dealings teach them to sus- 
pect, the very thoughts of others." 

What was the state of things to which 
the women order applied? 

We were two thousand five hundred men, 
in a city seven miles long by two to four 
wide, of a hundred and fifty thousand in- 
habitants, <»11 hostile, bitter, defiant, explo- 
sive, standing literally on a magazine — a 
spark only needed for destruction. The 
devil had entered the hearts of the women 
of. this town (you know seven of them chose 
Mary Magdalen for a residence.) to stir up 
strife in every way possible. Every oppro- 
brious epithet, every insulting gesture was 
made by these bejeweled , becrinolioed and 
laced creatures, calling themselves ladies, 
to wards my soldiers and offic. rs, from the 
windows of houses and in the streets .

Kirk wood, that, of the seventeen 
r.gunents furnished in the service, but a 
trifle over half the numbar now ram »in to 
bear arms. Of the eleven regiments with 
Halleck, there are about 3.00O fit for duty 
while all that is left of these regiments, in- 
clu ling the s'ck and wounded, is but a lit- 
tle over 5.00'J min, showing a mortality of 
fifty percent. One regiment, the Twelfth 
has, as I was informed on Saturday by one 
of its officers, but twenty-eight men left, 
all the rest being dead, disabled, or prisoners 
totho enemy. These are sorrowful figures, 
and suggestive of thousands of sad and des- 
olate homes, where, but a short year ago, 
peace an i happiness reigned supreme. At 
this rat», should the war continue a ye.ir or 
two longer, a vast proportion of che popul- 
ation of the Sute will consist of widows and 
orphans. Probate Courts will prosper amaz- 
ingly, and destitution an I poverty, if not 
etimo, find their victims by thousands.

BY a recent act of (he L«zi 3 l a ttire it is 
made my duty, immediately after the 1st of 
June to proceed wiih the Collection of the pub- 
lic Revenue as speedily as possible. By the 
same act it is made my duty ;o report, at 
the July. September and November County 
Courts, the amount of tuxes collected and pay 
the same over to the Auditor. I am authorized 
under said act to notify the Tax Payers by pub- 
lic notice stuck up at the Court house door, und 
in tho diderent Precincts or districts of the 
County, that on certain days between the 1st of 
September, and the loth of October. I. or my 
deputies, will attend at the place of holding elec 
tion in such districts and receive their tuxes. It 
is made the duty of the tax-pavers to attend on 
such rlays and pay the same. If this is not done, 
after that date they will have to pay the same :it 
the Court-house; and if not done there within 
the time prescribed bv law, ten per cent, upon 
the amount added. Thusi* will be seen that it 
will be to tbe inteiest of tho tax-payers to see to 
it that their taxes arc paid, within the time pre- 
scribed bv law, as after that time I shall inva 
riably add the ten percent. Imposed by law. to 
their lists when I come to collect. This I shall 
be compelled to do us I shall have to advance the 
Revenue due by such delinquents nnd enforce 
payment at once with the costs to reimburse my- | 
self. By paying attention to the matter nnd 
promptness, the thing will work first rate. The
